—the wool trust—which controls 30 
big factories in England and usually 
employs C5.000 hands, has stopped 
about 40 per cent of its machinery- 
Other woolen factories which do not 
belong to the trust, employ about 
one-iialf their force. 
Conditions are 


very much the same in the cotton 
tactories cf the south and Pennsyl- 
vania and Xew Jersey. 


The reason for this is that top 


people must spend so much for bread 
and meat That they have no money 
for factory products. 


There is also comparatively littla 


fight now left in the working men. 
The economic movement last summer 
was very languid. Strikes for higher 
wages were tried only in rare cases, 
because in most cases working men 
had little chance for winning them. 
Of course the railroads made some 
advances to their men.

with the expectation that the public 
in general would have to repay dou- 
ble through higher freight rates. In 
tact, the railroad unions went into 
partnership with the magnates anft 
petitioned the interstate commerce 
commission.

HOME 


Small Houses and Large Furniture. 


HY is it that houses are made so small and furniture so large? The 
rooms in a modern flat, that is a moderately-priced flat, are about 
the size of a hencoop, and the first fioor of a small two-story house 
could be put entirely into an old-tims parlor. Houses have shrunk 


in proportion to salaries. But furniture, that Js. really beautiful, comfortable 
furniture, is still built on the old-time grand scale. Even if a person lives 
in A small house on a small salary, he likes furniture of good lines and good 
quality. But how is he going to manage it? 


I bought a davenport. It didn't look big in the store. It seemed just 


an ordinary size. Besides, a davenport shoala no* only be soft and "comfy,™ 
but it should, above all things, be roomy. The minute, however, the wagon 
with it drew up in front of the boose I began to have misgivings. I placed 
it in the hall and the moment you came in the front door yon fell over the 
davenport. I placed it in the parlor, or living-room, whichever yon choose 
to call it, and half of the poor davenport extended through the doorway 
into the hall. It had the appearance of an nndesired guest trying to make 
an escape. The only room in the house that is of any size is the cellar, and 
bore the davenport ought repose if it could De gotten down there. Bnt taa 
cellarway is so narrow that even a good-sized barrel will not go down. So at 
present the davenport stands like an elephant in the hall, and when people 
come we apologize for asking them to climb over it.
